In the claims: 

Claims 51 and 52 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,12,1 6-20, 24, 26-31 , 33-38, 40, 47, 49, 50, and 53-56 (renumbered 
1-29) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While 
Markow teaches a tubular elastomeric body comprising an annular belt or band 50 and 
a plurality of hollow bodies or V-shaped blocks 52, one would not have found it obvious 
to form a tire in accordance to the claimed invention. With specific respect to 
independent claim 53, one would not have found it obvious to position said blocks in a 
radially internal position with respect to said belt such that the blocks project towards 
the interior of the tire. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
